Congratulations 
On The Second Phase’ 


© We congratulate Labor’s Non - Partisan 
League. 

There is room for such congratulation 
upon its entry upon the “second phase of its 
work.” 

The League has now drafted eight pro- 
posed bills for the protection of labor, to be 
pressed by its state bodies in the various leg- 
islatures. 

These bills are concerned largely with 
labor’s civil liberties as these are affected 
by the industrial struggle. They include: A 
state labor relations act, a state anti-injunc- 
tion bill, an anti-eviction act, a civil liberties 
measure covering city ordinances, the limita- 
tion of deputy sheriffs, the licensing of pri- 
vate detectives and collective bargaining for 
government contracts. 

This “second phase” of the League's 
' activities — the battle for legislation — is 
an encouraging development, We expect 
to see that organization—out of its ex- 
periences in battling for these eight meas- 
ures and in its recognition of the need for 
other legislation — advance further to a 
bigger and bigger concept of its job. 

There is much reason for the League to 
go much farther. The forces of Reaction 
are concentrating today, in the struggle over 
the Supreme Court issue, with a view to 
building their strength against the people 
and in order to halt the smallest progress. 

The speed and power which this reac- 
tionary concentration has developed within 
the last few days is a serious warning to la- 
bor. There is grave need for a national con- 
centration of all progressive forces—for the 
curbing of the autocratic Court and for the 
pressing forward of other vital labor meas- 
ures. 

The method which Major George Berry, 
chairman of the League, recommends as the 
procedure for legislative work is a democratic 
one. It involves the calling of state con- 
ferences of the League’s affiliated bodies, in 
cooperation with the state federations of la- 
bor in each case, to outline the carrying for- 
ward of the legislative fight. 

There can be a wide résponse to these 
conferences—from farm organizations, coop- 
erative and unemployed groups as well as 
from the trade unions, in order to give a 
broad base for this campaign. And to in- 
sure, out of these experiences, that the 
ground may be laid for Farmer - Labor 
Parties. 

The League’s recommendation is a good 
beginning in the States. It can be followed 
up, in a similar manner, for the nation as 
a whole. 


Shall the Cheap-Labor 
Lobby Win? 


New York’s cheap-labor lobby has 
cracked its whip over the Republican bosses 
of the Assembly. 

These bosses, faced with the passage of 
the Child Labor Amendment resolution in 
the State Senate, are seeking to stab that 
amendment in the back. 

They are doing this by the simple trick 
of postponing hearings until Feb. 22. In 
that way, they hope to waste enough time 
to prevent the proposal from coming to a 
vote in this legislative session.
